WHEREAS , in pursuance of clause ( 1) of article 252 of the Consti 
tution , resolutions have been passed by the Legislatures of certain 
States to the effect that storage of commodities other than those cover 
ed by the Warehousing Corporations Act, 1962 , in warehouses run 
by the corporations established under that Act, shall be regulated 
in those States by Parliament by law ;
